‘hours. Orthodox Christians feil on the Jews in the streets. 
The Jews were armed and fought their assailants, many 
being killed or wounded on both sides. | 

A private dispatch from Zhitomir attributes the attack 
on the Jews to articles by Krous Heven. Twelve Chris- 
tians were killed and fifty wounded. On Sunday the Jews 
telegraphed to friends in St. Petersburg to ask the authori- 
ties to take strong measures for their protection and orders 
to that effect were sent. A renewal of the fighting was ex- 
pected today.

In view of the large number of ac- 
cidents which have recently occurred 
in Atlanta as the result of careless 
bicycle riding on the part of messen- 
ger boys, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the city council will at its 
next session devote serious considera- 
tion toldegislation aimed to prevent the 
recurrence of such accidents. 


The Constitution has already called | until the most approved laws of sani- 


attention to the advisability of the 
strict enforcement of the speed limit 
laws with regard not only to bicycles, 
but motorcycles and automobiles. 
Doubtless the strict enforcement of 
these regulations would be highly ben- 
eficial, but such laws are always dif- 
ficult to enforce. 

The cause of several of the recent ac- 
cidents has been found in the habit of 
bicyclists to ride at full speed behind 
street cars, using these as wind 
Shields. The practice has proven a 
source of danger to pedestrians and 
is also to the riders themselves. Go- 
ing as they do at a high rate of speed, 
the bicyclists find themselves often 
unable to slow down when the car 
stops, or, as is more often the case, 
are careless about doing so. The re- 
sult is that somebody’s life is endan- 
gered. 

Some way should be found to put a 
check upon this method of reckless 
riding ymder the protection of streét 
cars. It might be well for council to 
pass an ordinance making it illegal, 
attaching a penalty severe endugh to 
insure the practice being broken up. 
If not only policemen but street car 
conductors are given the power to 
make arrests in such cases, a law of 
that kind, could be enforced and one 
phase of the rapid-riding menace re- 
moved,

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The Yellow Peril at Panama. 

A few days ago a press dispatch 
from Washington stated that Deputy 
Auditor West, whose illness at Pan- 
ama from yellow fever had previous- 
ly been noted, was much improved 
and his recovery was confidently ex- 
pected. The next day the announce- 
ment of his death came from anama. 

But a short time before the archi- 
tect in charge of constructive work 
upon the zone fell victim to the same 
dread disease. Since the American oc_., 
cupation, the percentage of deaths 
from this scourge has been sufficiently 
large to warrant its being regarded the 
one great problem with which the 
canal builders will have to contend— 
the real yellow peril of the isthmus. 

There was a tendency, at the out- 
set, to assume that in view of. the 
success attending the American clean- 
ing up of Cuba, our health authori- 
ties would make short work of any 
latent yellow fever germs found upon 
the Isthmus of Panama, Apparently, 
however, the canal]. strip and its sur- 
roundings present a far more serious 
problem, from the health standpoint, 
than was met in the Cuban cities, The 
two Panaman. cities, Colon and Pan- 
ama, have long been noted as yellow 
fever pest holes. It seems probable 
that the disease can never be effcct- 
ually stamped out until the swamp 
lands surrounding Colon are filled in 
and the level of that town raised; un- 
til an adequate supply of fresh water 
is furnished both cities; and especially 


tation are made rigidly effective.

The Lawrenceville Case. 

Editor Constitution: In The Constitu- 
tion of the 9th appears an interview 
with Mr. L. M. Brand, the mayor of 
uawrenceville, not only unfair to us, 
but containing more misstatements than 
are usually found even in interviews. 

There is not one word of truth in the 
mayor’s statement that. we have been 
“shipping jugs of whisky to Lawrence- 
ville every day of the week, including 
Sunday.’’ The Rose Company has never 
in the past, nor will it in the future, 
sell whisky on Sunday. We at ali times 
and under all circumstances obey the 
law and no one who knows us will 
doubt it. 

The mayor’s statement that ‘no whisky 
has been shipped there (Lawrenceville) 
since the ordinance became a law’’ must 
be either a joke of the mayor’s or the 
product of unusual simplicity. 

No one contends that this ordinance 
can prevent the shipment to Lawrence- 
ville of whisky from points without the 
state. The constitution of the United 
States is more powerful than the city 
council of Lawrenceville, and under that 
instrument anybody can, from without 
the state, ship as much whisky as he 
Pleases to Lawrenceville and even the 
mayor can't prevent It. 

As a matter of fact, neither the rail- 
road nor the express company have or 
will, as to shipments from without the 
State, pay any attention to the ordinance. 
If the mayor will inquire he will find 


that whisky is now being freely shipped 


from Chattanooga to Lawrenceville. 

Outside shipments, if rumor is to be 
believed, are not the only ones. There is 
a report, fairly reliable, that a tolerably 
full supply of liquor, by either nail or 
express, reaches Lawrenceville from 
points within the state. 

As to this we know nothing except 
from rumor. We have not made a single 
shipment to Lawrenceville since the pas- 
sage of the ordinance and will not until 
it is decided that we can do so legally. 


jIt is our purpose in the future as in 


the past to obey the law. Were it pos- 
sible to prevent the shipment of whisky 
to Laawrenceville the mayor might fairy 
complain that we were disregarding the 
wishes of the town; but since that can- 
not be done, since every whisky house 
in the United States outside of Georgia

gave out a statement regarding 
the publication of the fertilizer tag sales 
up to April |, and also as to the mucnh- 
talked-of waste of tags by some of the 
fertilizer companies. 

Colonel Stevens says he was strongly 
Opposed to the publication of the sales 
of fertilizer tags, and finally consented 
to turn them over to the press bureau of 
the Southern Cotton Association at the 
urgent personal request of President Har- 
vie Jordan, who told him that the peop! 
were clamoring for this information, and 
that it would benefit the association's 
movement to make it public. It was then 
disseminated for publication by Mr. Jor- 
dan’s press bureau. 

Colonel Stevens’ statement, which will 
be read with interest all over the state, is 
as follows: 

‘Referring to my interview as published 
in The Atlanta Constitution of the 5th 
instant, in which I saw fit to notice 
Hon. Harvie Jordan’s insinuation that I 
was ‘undertaking to apologize for or 
stand by the fertilizer companies,’ etc., in 
regard to the use or misuse of fertilizer 
tags purchased from this department dur- 
ing the season of 1904-1905, I stated that 


1I had ‘no desire to get into a controversy 


with Hon. Harvie Jordan,’ and that I 
had ‘to the best of my ability supported 
the Southern Cotton Association move- 
ment,’ and had ‘in every way endeavored 
to uphold Mr. Jordan’s hands, having

ton Association sincerely at heart—ag 
much so,;I am s@re, as has Mr. Jordan 
himself—I then told him that I would, 
at his request, furnish the information 
desired to the secretary of the depart- 
ment of publicity (Mr. Simmons), to be 
used by the association as Mr. Jordan 
might deem advisable. Before coming 
to this conclusion, however, I sought to 
impress my views upon Mr. Jordan. and 
he is my witness that my consent was 
given unwillingly. The statistics asked 
for were duly furnished to Mr. Sim- 
mons, and were subsequently given out 
for publication by the department vf 
publicity. 
As to the Waste of Tags. 

“Concerning the alleged ‘reckless waste 
of fertilizer tags,’ I will say that no 
man in Georgia knows better than does 
Mr. Jordan that this is a matter over 
which I have no control. Mr. Jordan 
is himself the author of the fertilizer 
law under which I am now operating, 
and which prescribes the authority and 
limitations of this department. This 
law was enacted in !90!, and requires 
that all manufacturers and dealers. be- 
fore selling or offering for sale any fer- 
tilizers in this state, mast first register 
the name of the brand or brands to be 
sold, and the guaranteed analysis of 
Same. When this requirement has been 
complied. with, it is made my duty to 
furnish tags in such quantity as may be 
desired, the only proviso being that or- 
ders for same shall he accompanied by 
the cash. Beyond this I cannot go. Af. 
ter inspecting the fertilizers and cotton 
seed meal when they reach the hands of 
dealers and consumers. my official 
esplonage ceases. I have no means 
therefore, of ascertaining what becomes 
of all the tags purchased, after they 
leave this office, nor have I authority 
under the law to compel manufacturers 
to make an accounting to me, as unused 
tags are not redeemable by this state. 
The money collected from the sale of 
tags, after paying the actual expense of 
inspection, is put into the treasury, and 
becomes a part of the public school fund. 
The sale of tags, of course, does not nec- 
essarily indicate that a corresponding 
quantity of fertilizers will be sold dur- 
ing a given season, but is merely an in- 
dication of what the manufacturer or 
dealer expects to do. .

A charter was granted yesterday by

Bullock, T. W. Bates, Arthur Bus- 
sey ,L. F. Humber, E. P. Owsley, Rhodes 
Browne, T. E. Blanchard 8S. B. Hatcher 
and Ralph O. Howard, all of Columbus. 

It is said this new line will be built 
to be operated in connection with the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic, 
which is to run from Brunswick, Ga., 
and from Atlanta-to Birmingham, Ala. 

Some time ago an offer was made to 
the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pony, it is stated, for its narrow guage 
line from Columbus to Greenville, in 
Meriwether county. Whereupon, as the 
story goes, the Central found out what 
a valuable piece of property it had and 
made plaris and preparations to make a 
broad gauge road of ft and extend it on 
to Newnan, in Coweta county, connect- 
ing with the Central’s main line to Chat- 
tnooga and with the Atlanta and West

“Washington, May 9:—Much cot- 
ton remains to be planted in Ar- 
kansas, northern Mississippi, por- 
tions of Louisiana and in northern 
and central Texas, and planting is 
unfinished in the Carolinas, north- 
ern Georga, Tennessee and Okla- 
homa. .In central and northern 
Texas a large area requires re- 
planting and that up is not very 
promising and is in need of cul- 
tivation. The southern crop is in 
better condition, although dam- 
aged by rain. Good stands are re- 
ported from the central and east- 
ern districts of the cotton belt, 
where the crop is making favor- 
able progress, although needing 
cultivation in Georgia.’’ 
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New York, May 9.—The cotton market 
was decidedly easier under better weather 
reports, selling by recent buyers and a 
renewal of bear pressure.! The opening 
Was easy at a decline of 4@10 points in 
response to much lower cables than ex- 
pected and official weather advices falil- 
ing to show the expected rains. Theré 
seemed to be some effort on the part of 
local bulls to check the decline soon 
after the. opening. but selling orders 
came in from practically all directions, 
including Liverpool, where the market 
continued easy after the local opening 
and New Orleans.

The weakness in the wheat pit devel- 
Oped late in the session. During the 
Great part of the day sentiment was 
inclined the other way. The tone at the 
Opening was about steady, July being 
1-8 lower to |-8c higher at 83 7-8@84 1-8c. 
There was some selling on the improved 
Situation in Europe, but offerfngs were 
readily taken by shorts. A prominent 
trader was a° liberal purchaser of July. 
After that month had touched 83 3-4c 
the price gradually crept upward. Re- 
ports of cool weather prevailing in many 
sections of the United States began to 
have an effect. Many traders concluded 
that the growth of the crop is being re- 
tarded and that in view of the scarcity 
of old wheat any delay in harvesting 
would leave but a narrow margin in 
the supply of wheat during July. A r¢- 
port by a Chicago crop expert maue 
some rather unfavorable comments on 
the outlook for fall sown wheat. Ac- 
cording to the report wheat. growth has 
been checked by low temperatures, and 
instead of being further advanced than 
usual at this season of the year, the 
crop is somewhat behind hand. The 
} best prices of the session were made as 
a result of this report, July advancing to 
84 5-8@84 3-4c. The upturn was aided 
by an excellent demand for cash wheat, 
both at Minneapolis and Kansas City. 
A decrease of 1,517,000 bushels in the, 
world’s visible supply, compared with 
an increase of 1,800,000 -last year, was 
also a bullish factor. Late in the session 
the market lost its bullisH tone on sell- 
ing by pit traders, who were led to be- 
lieve that a prominent long was quietly 
disposing of cc@iderable wheat.
